Mayor Thompson Fails to Back 
Dawes——Wallace Now Counted 
as Certain for Cabinet.

MARION, Ohio, Jan. 11.—Dr. Jacob 
Gould Schurman’s. impressions and 
analysis of President-elect Harding's 
conception of a new world association, 
together with a revival of Cabinet gossip 
due to the calls paid to Mr. Harding by 
Mayor William Hale Thompson of Chi- 
cago and Charles Barrett of Georgia, 
President of the Farmers’ Union, were 
the chief developments that came today 
from Mr. Harding's office. 

As Dr. Schurman views the Presi- 
dent-elect’s program for international 
comity, it possesses four general points, 
each of which is susceptible of more 
detailed sub-division. These general 
points are: 

First—The sodification of international 
lew in order that innumerable clouded 
and disputed precedents, treaty provis- 
ions and unwritten understandings may 
be clarified in the interests of peace and 
humane relationship-among t.e nations? 

Second—The establishment of a world 
court before which can be taken and 
adjudicated such disputes among na- 
tions as do not touch netibnal honor and 
which otherwise are justiciable. ' 

Third—The organization of a world 
eonference which would be able, in a 
spirit of conciliation, to arrange dis- 
putes among nations that are beyond 
the reach of codified iriternational law, 

Fourth—The advocacy by the United 
States of a program of disarmament. 

, Harding Defers Annotneing Policy. 

Dr. Schurman does not believe that it 
will be possible far Mr. Harding to an- 
nounce the details of the program 
until after he shall have been President 
for somé time, the constantly changing 
situation in Europe making it »inexpe- 
dient at présent, ft is declared, to lay 
down-a fixed policy. But Dr. ‘Schur- 
man has satisfied himse}f that there is 
a policy or program and one in which the 
country ‘and the world may take hope. 

**I-was deeply impressed with. Senator 
‘Harding’s desire and. determiation to 
give the ‘best possible service to his 
country,” said Dr. Schurman, 

‘We talked about the League of Na- 
tions amd he outlined what he had in 
mind. I consider that program from 
the point of view of the ends it aims to 
encompass, These are, chiefly to estab- 
lish the rule of justice/and Jaw rather 
than of force, in the world. -Conse- 
quently, the codification of international 
law, the establishment of a world court 
of justice for the’ settlement of justéi- 
dble disputes, and the creation of. a 
world conference for the conciliation of 
issues of a political or non-justiciable 
character, would naturally follow. In 
addition, there is the urgent and imme- 


diate question of disarmament.

This feport did not contain any 
of the intéresting details given in private 
letters from members of the party. that 
made the flight and already published. 
Secretary Daniels gave the message to 
the press without delay. 

Almost coincident with the ‘receipt. of 
the official report it began to: be. &p- 
parent that an investigation of: the ex- 
pedition- participated in by Litutenants 
Kloor, Farrell and Hinton was certain. 
It has already been announced thatthe 
customary naval court of inquiry to fix 
the responsibility for the loss of naval | 
property—in this case the balloon—would 
be ordered, but there are indications 
that one of the houses of Congress will 
be asked to take a hand in an effort to 
ascertain all the circumstances of the 
talloon’s misadventure. 


King Writes Letter te Daniels. 


Senator King of Utah, a Democrat, 
took steps today to learn something’ 
about the expedition. He wrote a letter 
to Secretary Daniels asking him for a 
statement of the purpose of the flight. 
Mr. King asked also for information 
as to why the balloon had started for 
the Canadian wilds in Winter weather 
and whether the balloonists were sup- 
plied with data as to air currents: of 
the route they traversed. 

Mr. King would not make wapile the 
tex of his letter. Any further action 
that-he may take will be dependent up- 
on the character of the answer of Sec- 
retary Daniels. It is likely, however, 
that the additional information that de- 
veloped today with the arrival of, the lost 
balloonists at Mattice will be the sub- 
ject of comment in Congress and there 
are rumors that a Congressional in- 
quiry will be ordered, perhaps at the in- 
stance of Senator King. 

The circumstances connected with ‘the 
lbss of the balloon will be inquired into 
by.a naval court composed of officers. 
A naval court of inquiry corresponds’ to 
a. grand jury in civil criminal procedure] . 
and is charged with’ the duty of recom 
mending whether further proceedings 
shall beetaken. 


Farrefi Likely to Make. Charges, 


In this case the court will be obliged 
to take cognizance of the fistic encounter 
at Mattice between Lieutenant Farrell 
and Lieutendnt Hinton, even if one of 
the two does not prefer charges against 
the other, which‘Is belleved to be likely. 

It. is expected also that Farrell will 
bring before the. court the statements 
made in Hinton’s letter to Mrs: Hinton 
about Farrell’s behavior after the bal- 
loonists left the balloon and tried to find 
the way to shelter.

The officer’s narrative turned then to 
an account of how the three. exhausted 
evéry resource to keep their craft-in 


.the air as hour after hour went by and 


they sailed over a wild ‘waste that 
seemed to have no ending. 

The gas in the great bag had shrunk 
as the sun went behind the clouds and 
the atmosphere cleared. The .expend- 
able ‘ballast had all been used up in 
forcing the balloon aloft, and -such 
glimpses of the country as they could 
get through the murk convinced them 
they never would’get out alive if they 
did ‘not keep going until they struck a 
settlement. 

When the last of the ballast was gone 
they hauled in the heavy drag rope; cut 
it-into ten lengths and threw these one 
after another each time .the bag came 
stumping down. The thermos bottles 
Were gone long before that.. The. car- 
pet on the floor of the basket had been 
flung over the side; the lining was 
stripped away and followed it; the seats 
were hurled downward. 

Farrell's grip was kept only because it 
was the latest available weight ith 
which to keep up the fight and it was 
being treasured against the next time 
the balloon went sagging earthward. 

Things were at that pass at about 1:30 
in the afternoon, 

The struggle. of the aeronauts kept 
their craft at a mean’ altititde of some 
three thaqysand feet. The rain had 
ceased at about 9 o’clock and two hours 
later the sun hali' shone forth expanding 
the gas and giving the bag a last. lease

It was just about 1:30 when, having 
dropped below the clouds through 
which. they had flown, they saw what 
they thought to be a house.

Balloon Lands in Dense Forest. 

He took another sight in the direction 
from which he thought the sound came 
and Kloor pulléd the valve cord that 
sent the balloon falling earthward.:

Enthusiasm Is Chilled. 


The occurrence has sobered and sad- 
dened all who witnessed it. The dis- 
closure that the voyage, which was so 
eventful, had no scientific purpose and 
was undertaken without fgrmal Navy 
Department orders has served to chill 
some of the enthusiasm of the north- 
men, who were -waiting so eagerly to 
grip the hands bf the: travelers.

The row this afternoon, it is feared, 
may embarrass those who attempt to act 
as hosts to the balloonists, hence it is 
beljeved that it’ may be dedded to 
abandon the stopover at Toronto. 

When the aeronauts arrived the stage 
was all set for a happy reunion. A lit- 
tle army of correspondents and moving 
picture men awaited them, in addition to 
the Hudson's Bay Company factor and 
the railroad men, and Cochrane’s emis- 
sary. All along the bank of the frozen, 
snow-blanketea river taciturn, undemon- 
strative Indians awaited their coming.

INDIAN’S OWN STORY 


OF AIRMEN’S RESCUE 
Told by a Fellow-Cree Who Has 


Only One Pronoan, but a Keen 
Sense of News.

MATTICH, Ontario, Jan. 11.—Out of 
the Far North, where landed the three 
who get out to drift ‘‘ anywhere in 
Canada,”” has come a different story 
of their adventure—the story of Tom 
Marks, the Crée Indian who rescued 
the aeronauts. The relator is Erland 
¥| Vincent, another member. of the Cree 
y | tribe, gifted with powers of observation 
and a news sense thgt any trained re- 
porter well might envy. ~ ; 

Hinton and Farrell viewed their whole 
experience with the close gaze of par- 
ticipants and with the sophisticated 
eyes of meh of education. The Crees 
saw it all as simple folk. To them it 
Meant a rift in the monotonous talk of 
moose and wolf.and snow and trap lines, 

There are mip reasons why this nar- 
rative of the C should be told.‘ It 
presents. the a of the air from the 
point of view of those who dwell in this 
country and it serves to set right with 
posterity the Cree who ran away..

writes. He understands English, and 
now and then can be persuaded to speak 
a few words of it. He lives in a hut 
about @ mile from the headquarters of 
the Hudson’s Bay Company post at 
Moose Factory. 

On the afternoon of Friday, December 
17, he started from his hut to run his 
trap Hines, and But let Erland Vincent 
tell the story, 

One likes Vincent the moment he 
meets him. He is 28, and four years of 
the responsibilities*of married life have 
taken from him neither his youthfulness 
nor self-reliance, He has the straight 
black hair of the Indian, tight set mouth 
that relaxes in a smile at slightest pre- 
text, and glistening eyes set well apart. 
He is an expert rifle shot, but does not 
hunt. at all, ‘ because work all time,’’ 
Like all Indians, he is reticent concern- 
ing. himself, but, unlike most Indians, he 
likes to talk. 

‘Tom Marks see tracks of three men,’' 
he sald. Vincent had only one pronoun, 
so his next remark was, ‘‘Tom Marks 
he follow he tracks. He come near and. 
he see three men. One:man Mr. Hinton, 
He wear uniform, He throw away hé 
overcoat. Another man he Kloor. He 
wear uniform and overcoat. Other man 
be old man (Farrell), He wear all- 
around clothes (the flying suit). 

“Tom Marka he ‘pretty. old Indian, 
He run away little He no see men 
like he before. These. men he sttange. 
That why Tom Marks run. Tom Marks 
good Indian, He no need run. Three 
men he. holler help and he make sigh, 
Tom Marks go ‘not far. He come back, 
He no speak Hnglish. Maybe little,"* 


Hinton ¥e Vincent's Hero, 


So Vincent went on, Hinton, big, ath- 
letic, good natured, readily smiling, 
his hero. That was plain, Always he 
was Mr. Hinton. Lieutenant Kloot oc. 
casionally was ‘‘Kloor,’’ most of the 
time ‘he was ‘little fellow.'’. Lieuten-

Then the acronauts made it clear that 
the Indian and the wandering whites 

brief parley. and somehow out of 
the necessities of the case managed to 
understand each other, So the Indian 
went. loping back over his trail. The 
worn trio, picking up a bit,in their 
dwindling gait, went yet slowly after 
him, satisfied that they had found a 
savior and that in his own way Tom 
Marks was working out their salvation. 

Tribe Reduced by “Flu” Epidemic, 

Tom Marks was going home to make 
tea. There. was no sqtfaw there to-make 
it'for him and his bewildering guests. 
Two years ago influenza had taken his. 
wife and the mother of his four chil-| 
dren in an epidemic that had ravaged 
the whole Cree tribe, reducing the In- 
dian population of the Fort Albany ré- 
gion by half, so that now they number 
little more than two hundred. They died

‘|ing tea was grateful, but the food re- 


pélled them. They nibbled a bit and 
gave it up. 

Meantime, in halting fashion, . they 
were establishing a warm friendship 
with their rescuer. Little by little he 
was making them understand how far 
they had come and in the same slow 
way they were making known the man- 
ner of their journey. The lumber sled 
driver had been sent to inform William 
Rackham, the factor of the trading post, 
and soon the Indian population was 
crowding before the door of the hut, 
passing from one to another an ever 
more wondrous tale of the strange 
beings within. 


Aeronauts Driven to Post. 


Meantime Rackham, as Erland Vincent 
expressed it, ‘‘ sent. the honens back for 
the .three.’’ 

The aeronauts clambered back into 
the sled and were driyen to the main 
building of the post, where all of the 
thirty-odd white men and such Indians 


awaited them. There, while they crowd- 
ed eath other in efforts to make the 
balloonists welcome, the air travelers 
‘told. thair story. It was well for the } 
wondéring’ Indians that they did, else 
‘by: “now “there. would be a new Cree 
mythology, in which, no doubt, the cen-

AMAZES FRIENDS 


The relatives of. the three aeronauts 
received their first word of the safe 
arrival of the ‘party at Mattice ‘from

The greatest interest was shown iin the 
report of the fist -fightbetween Lieu- 
tenants Farrell and Hinton when: pas- 
sages of Hinton’s letters to his wife, 
as|Published in aetipsons on Sunday, 
were read to the three men after they 
bad ended their tramp at Mattice. 


Letter Unchanged, Says Mrs. Hinton. 


Mrs. Hinton said last night that -the 
letters of Lieutenant Hinton, which she 
sold for publication, had been ‘printed 
wit&out change. Further than this brief 
comment she would not talk, 

‘IT have nothing else to say until I 
have seen my husband,’’ she said. 
Lieutenant Peter. Talbot, comrade of 
Lieutenant. Hinton at the air station, 
was surprised to hear of the clash at 
Mattice, but he said he would not say 
anything about the reports. He said he 
wished to talk with both of the men. 
Lieutenant Talbot and his -wife make 
their home at seein with Lieutenant 
and Mrs. Hinto: 

Mrs. Ferrall: said she thought ‘the re- 
port. of the encounter of her husband 
with Lieutenant Hinton was “ unbeliev- 
able.” . She seemed to be pleased at this 
indication that his physical condition 
was 5 hy so serious as had been inferred 
trom e reports that frostbitten feet 
‘made it weaermery. for him to ride on a 
sled through the trip from e Fac- 
tory to Mattice.

Writes Father Found Sled 
Tracks, Saving the Party. 


CROWLEY, La., Jan. 11.—Hardships' 


of the three navy balloonists in the 
Canadfan wilds are recounted in a let- 
ter ‘from Lieutenant Louis Kloor Jr., 
written after their arrival at Moose Fac- 
tory; and made public here today by his 
father. 

‘¢ Snow was all we ‘had to drink,’’ the 
letter said, telling of the trip to Moose 
Factory after the-ballgon landed. ‘‘ We 
lived oh two carrier pigeons, which, 
luckily, I did not send back with mes- 


sages. This misery lasted for three 
days, lost and no signs of hope or habi- 
tation in sight. 

“Friday, after having followed a 
small river from where we first landed 
in the balloon, I discovered sled tracks 
in the ice and we set off to follow them. 
If' we had not found these. sled tracks 
we would not be living today. 

‘* We followed the tracks for at least 
five miles. They led into a large lake 
of ice at least two miles wide. After 
walking along for about an hour on the 
lake, in the direction the tracks led, we 
spied a maf about a mile ahead of us. 
After many wild shouts of distress, I 
managed to stop him and got to him to 
tell him to help us find a. town or some 
house, food and clothing.

INCOME AND SALES TAXES. 

Income taxes, in some form and at 
reasonable rates, will continue to be 
imposed. The country will demand 
their retention, and individuals and 
business organizations upon whom 
they are assessed will not complain of 
their taxes if they are reasonable in 
rates and equitable in application. It 
is becoming every day more evident 
that sales taxes must supply the re- 
mainder of the revenue required by 
the Government. Income taxes and 
sales taxes will thus be the two pillars 
upon which the system rests. Through 
the sales tax every one who enjoys 
the benefit of the protection afforded 
by the laws will make some return to 
the Government for his rights and 
privileges. That {s just.. But as ex- 
penditure for things enjoyed and con- 
sumed is not a true measure either of 
the obligation or the ability to pay, 
the balance between the rich and the 
poor must be adjusted by direct taxes 
upon the relatively larger and actually 
large incomes. The two together con- 
stitute a sound system of /evenue 
taxation. 

The plan proposed by the Taxation 
Committee of the National Retail Dry 
Goods Association has the conspicuous 
merit of conformity to this system. 
There is no longer any need of argu- 
ment about the necessity of abolish- 
ing altogether the excess profits taxes 
or of reducing materially the present 
surtaxes paid by individuals. Provi- 
sions to that effect are included in 
the proposals of the association. The 
plan would remove also the taxes on 
transportation, on dues and admis- 
sions, stamp  taxes,: certain , excise 
taxes and a few others. Taxes upon 
income derived from business, indli- 
vidual, partnership or corporate, it 
would impose upon the business itself 
and this income would be subject to no 
further taxes when distributed to part- 
ners or. stockholders. It proposes 
that there should be a business cxemp- 
tion of $5,000. The individual exemp- 
tion would be raised from $1,000 to 
$2,500 for single persons and from 
$2,000 to $5,000 for heads of families. 
There would be the normal rate of 4 
per cent. on the first $4,000 above the 
exemption and 8 per cent. on the re- 
mainder. But distinction is made be- 
tween income from manual and mental 
effort—that is salaries and wages—and 
incomes derived from business. Busi- 


rate of 10 per cent. The committee 
proposes also a minimum income tax 
or poll tax of $5, to be paid by all 
persons. over 21 years of agé in re- 
ceipt of independent income. That 
tax may be defensible in theory, but 
in. practice poll taxes have not been 
either popular or certain of collection. 
In many States where the poll tax has 
been a prerequisite for thé right to 
vote it has been found that large num- 
bers of voters would stay &way from 
the polls rather than pay it, even 
when it was not larger than $2; while 
the practice of candidates \or of polit- 
ical committees in paying the tax as a 
means of getting votes has been noto- 
rious, and is.a form of bribery.) , 
By thesé taxés and others already in 
effect, including customs reseipts, the 
committee of the association estimates 
that a little More than one-half of thé 
$4,000,000;000 requitéd by the Treas- 
ury would be provided. The remain-

In that respect its 
report differs frémi that made by the 
National Industrial Conference Board, 
which recomménds that 40 per cent. 
of the loss of révénué due to abolish- 
ing the excess piorits and higher sur- 
taxes be madé wp from™ customs 
duties. That plat’ Would demand the 
imposition of dutiés yielding some- 
thing fover $400,000,000 above the 
present revenue receipts, a policy that 
would be unwise éven if possible. 
Men engaged in the retail trade may 
be qgedited with the ability to under- 
stand how the, sales. tax wauld 
work. Moreovér. they recognize the 
fundamental principlé that it is the 
‘‘ ultimate consumer who, regardless 
‘of all arguments to the contrary, 
‘* must pay all taxes.’’”’ And they take 
the position, now generally admitted 
to be sound, that the present taxes, 
through ‘‘ pyramiding ” put a bur- 
den upon the ultimate consumer con- 
siderably heavier than he would have 
to bear through the payment of sales 
taxes: The plan thé committee pro- 
poses rests upoh the double basis of 
income taxes and sales taxes, and 
would, beyond alf-reasonable doubt, 
bring needed réHéf to industries and 
trade, to men Of moderate means 
and wage earners and that great mass 
of the people which includes all con- 
sumers. . 
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CLEARING THE CABLES. 
In the discussion of the cable situa- 
tion before a Serfate committee the

But why 
cut a cable whose remnant connected 
the territory of America and Portugal, 
two neutrals? Its ldter diversion to 
Halifax was a war measure against 
which no particular criticism lies—so 
long as it was &@ war measure.

With the British ‘‘ cable monopoly ” 
in some parts of the world America 
has little concern. It would not pay 
us to lay our own cables to the Euro- 
pean side of Asia. America’s cable 
interests demand free and unhampered 
communication with Europe, with 
South America and with the Pacific 
coast of Asia. All three connections 
are now menaced, and in two casés 
through retention of the German 
cables by the Powers that séized them. 
By Annex VII. to the reparation pro- 
visions of the Treaty Germany gave 
up those cables to thé principal Allied 
and Associated Powérs. But England, 
France and Japan had already taken 
them, and apparently a large part of 
the work of the communications con- 
ference has consisted of the struggle 
of America and Italy to get their 
sharé. 

We should not permit even friendly 
nations to control ouf communications 
with other countries. We must be 
able’ to communicate” with .Ger- 
many and Scandinavia without going 
through England, and with Italy with- 
out going through France. We do not 
want éxclusive Ja&panesé control of the 
station at Yap, through which, under 
certain contingencies, all olr messages 
for nearer Asia might have to pass. 
We want access on eqnal terms to all 
of South America. For these things 
the American delegates? to the com- 
munications ¢onferericé must and will 
hold out. The difficulty is that other 
nations already have the cables. More- 
over, the British understand, as did 
the Germans, the art of co-operation 
between the Government and the great 
‘private corporations working abroad. 
They do it as well in cable affairs as 
in the world of shipping and trade. 
The British cable companies are in

To win for America thd Squier rigtits 
which are implied by ‘the Treaty “pro- 
vision will not be easy. We have 
nothing with which to bargain. Our 
friends in Europe, however; may in 
time come to feel that their own inter- 
est no less than ours lies in their ac- 
ceptance Of most of the American con- 
tentions. The éra of good féeling and 
eagé? ¢o-dpération is not far behind} 
us. Into a war in whieh alt were 
menacéd and to which all gave their 
best efforts America threw all her 
resources. If recollection of the value 
of America’s contribution doés not 
promote a willingness aniong our re- 
cent partners to accept conditions 
which mean only frée communication 
between America and the rest of the 
world, there may be more persuasive 
power in the contemplation of the 
future. Concéivably, Europé may need 
America again. 
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THE ASCENT OF EVEREST. 

Permission having been granted by 
the Tibetan Government, the Alpine 
Club and thé Royal Geographical So- 
ciety aré making plans for an attempt 
to climb Mount Everest, to which 
trigonometrical observation has given 
an altitude of 29,002 féet. Everést 
may not be the highest peak in the | 
vast Himalayan field, for that formida- 
ble wilderness has not been completely 
explored. As to the height of Everest 
itself, “it is possible,’’ says one au+ 
thority, ‘‘ that furthér investigation: 
** intq the value of refraction at such 
*‘ altitudes will result in placing the 
‘* summit even higher.’’ If the Brit- 
ish societies can find an Alpinist equal 
to the great feat of setting his foot on 
the supreme pinnacle, the altituie can 
be definitely ascertained. Everest 
seems to be appropriately named, fot 
it conveys the idea of an ice-clad apex 
of theeworld forever at peace, remote, 
majestic, unconquerable. As a matter 
of fact, it bears the name of the inde- 
fatigable Surveyor General of India, 
Sir Georce Everest. But will the 
highest point ever be reached? Suc- 
cess would depend upon tHe finding of 
a practicable route to the top and upon 
the physical power of man to toil up 
the last 4,000 feet. 

The record for altitude in mountain 
climbing is held by an Italian. Prince 
| Luicr. AMEDEO of Savoy, Duke of the 
‘Abbruzzi, who in1909 was stopped near 
the top of Bride Peak in the Karako- 
ram Himalayas by advers: weather con- 
ditions at a height of 24,600 feet. In 
the story of the expedition, prepared 
by Cav. FIuIppo DE FILIpPI, the author 
says: 

Between Bride Peak and thé top of 
Mount Everest there is nearly 4,000 
feet of difference in height. It would 
surely be idle to predict the outcome 
of an attempt on the latter. Only con- 
tinued tests will solve the problem. 
The first thing to do is to select a 
peak of more than 26,000 feet, where 
natives will be available for portage, 
where it would be easy to get the 
camps up to a considerable altitude, 
and where, at least for the last thou- 
sand feet, there could be found a route 
over snow, without great obstacles and 
not too steep. The highest peaks of 
the Karakoram are not adapted for 
the experiment, on account of their in- 
trinsic difficulties. KinchinJunga and 
Nanga Parbat are likewise very prob- 
lematic; and if on closer examination 
their rivals in Nepaul present as great 
obstacles, there is little hope of our 
conquering any of the greatest siants 
of the earth by ordinary mountaineer- 
ing methods. 

The altitude of 29,002 feet is, of 
course, attainable by an aviator, but 
whether he could make a landing on 
the highest ridge of Everest is the 
question. For the mountdineer there 
is an abundance of practice ground in 
the Himalayas. Colonel S. G. Bur- 
RaRD and H. H. Haypen, the Directors 
of the Trigonometrical and the Geo- 
logical Surveys of India, have reported 
seventy-five peaks above 24,000 feet, 
forty-eight above 25,000 feet, sixteen 
above 26,000 feet, five about 27,000 
feet and threé above 28,000 feet. The 
Three Guardsmen of the Himalayas 
are Everest, 29,002 feet; K-2, 28,252 
feet, and Kinchinjunga,. 28,150 feet. 
The Duke of the Abruzzi was pre- 
cluded by political decree from trying 
the ascent of Everest, but he tackled 
K-2 only to fail, because from what- 
ever point of the compass he advanced 
he could find no way up after about 
22,000 feet. At 24,600 feet on Bride 
Peak he and his companions were still 
in good physical condition, although 
progress was slow and laborious; a 
thick mist warned them that to go on 
‘* would have been madness.”*

HOPES OF 8,000,000 GERMANS. 


Wallis Tells of 4 Conversation With 
a Dutch Immigration Official. 

CHICAGO, Jan. 11.—Frederick A. Wal- 
lis, Commissioner of Immigration of 
Ellis Island, suggested a possible great 
immigration movemént from Germany to 
the United States, without mentioning 
the former country by name, in a speech, 
tonight before the Illinois Manufactwr- 
ers’, Association.

Those estimates include merely food, 


, Clothing, shelter, medicines and such ab- 


golute necessaries to life ‘and health. 
Every expense of administering the fund 
is borne by the organizations out of 
other funds, so that 100 cents of. every 
dollar contributed for the aid of the 
Neediest Cases is actually devoted to 
buying necessaries for the unfortunates 
mentioned in the cases... There are no 
Ovérhead charges of any kind between 
giver and receiver—the charity is 100 
per cent. 
‘Are Anxious te Complete Fund. 

With 198 or 199 of the 200 cases al- 
ready assured of the minimum sums 
needed for their care; officials of the 
charitable organizations. are particu- 
larly anxious to see the fund made up, 
so that the 199th and 200th cases and 
every other in the list will be sure of 
the minimum aid for their restoration 
to health, happiness and usefulness in 
the community. 

The greater part of the contributions 
for the second Hundred of the Neediest 
havé not been designated for any par- 
ticular cases, but have been sent to be 
used at the discretion of agents. of the 
various charitable societies. Contribu- 
tions have been placed in a general 
fund by the organizations, to be ap- 
portioned to the various cases. 

If the general total falls short of the 
minimum required it is probable that a 
few dollars would have to be taken away 
from every case that had not been cov- 
ered by designated contributions—for the 
charity organization officials are now 
determined to aid every one of the cases.

WARNS COLLEGE GIRLS 
ON EXTREME DANCES 


Mrs. Trowbridge Tells Wellesley 
Students Jazz Music Is to Blame 
for Present Social Ills. 


Special to The New York Times. 

BOSTON, Mass., Jan. 11.—Wellesley 
College girls were warned today by 
Mrs. Augustus Trowbridge, wife of a 
Princeton professor, of the results of 
jazz music, lack of chaperons and all- 
night dances. She told the 1,500 girls 
that the lip-stick and rouged cheeks 
were the trademark of the girl of the 
street. 

Wellesley is the first women’s college 
to invite an open discussion of social 
conditions in the student hedy. 

‘‘The syncopated beat, the yell of the 
saxophone, the whir of the drums, the 
shriek of the negro leader drives the 
dancers to mad frenzy,” she said. 

‘“* Dresses with backs which allow no 
decent place for the man’s hand were 
originated for those of low caste; then 
they were copied by ladies 

‘* Smok ng leads to drinking. The 
children of the giris ene boys of this 
generation will not be fit to live be- 
cause of this heritage.’ ; 

She also attacked the ‘vulgarity and 
revolting badness of petting parties,”’ 
which follow the .college prom and ex- 
citement. And she believes the root of 
all this evil is the jazz music and the 
insane desire to be going. A desire to 
be populer is another reason she gives. 

‘If we could eliminate the word yn- 
popular frorh our language for a while,’ 
she declared, ‘‘ wrong social conditions 
would be changed. Many mothers allow 








smoking and drinking and all-night ;, 


dances with no discreet chaperons for 
fear of making their daughters unpop- 
ular 

* “athletes are asked to abstain from 
these extreme dances during training 
periods because of the ba nysical 
effects. The harm is more fcr the 
girls.”’ 

Mrs. Trowbridge advocates as reme- 
dies the elimination of the frenzied jazz 
music, that girls stop extreme dances 
among themselves while at college, that 
the program dance with no cutting- in be 
used, that si rls return to their chaperons 
efter each danee and that there be no 
between-dance automobile rides. 


BISHOP ROGERS ISRAEL DEAD 


Head of Episcopal Diocese of Erie a 
Victim of Shingles. 


ERIE, Pa., Jan. 11.—The Right Rev, 
Rogers Israe}, bishop of the Episcopar 
Diocese of Erie, died today, a victim 
of shingles, an affection of the nerve 
system, which had confined the bishop 
to his residence for the past month. 
His heart became affected several days 
ago.

Letters reaching Switzerland from 
these countries either show signs of hav- 
ing been tampered with, or, if they have 
been long on the way, are marked 
‘* passed by the censor’ or * opened by 
the censor.’’ Yet the official censorship 
in Italy and Germany is supposed to 
have been abolished.

‘Washington and Massachusetts Insti- 
tute of Technology. The broad invita- 
tion to the college crews of the world 
would also include Princeton, Yale and 
Harvard, but the latter two universities 
appear to be awtomatically eliminated 
because of the fact that the Harvard- 
Yale regatta is scheduled for New Lon- 
don on friday June 24. ’

That the Board of Stewards and the 
City of Popghkeepsie are preparing for 
an intercollegiate regatta of far greater 
scope than heretofore attempted is made 
certain by the announcement that the 
Poughkeepsie Chamber of Commerce has 
appropriated a considerable sum to help 
finance the regatta.

tution and ‘by-laws, drawn 4 by a com- 
mittee of which Walter . Liginger, 
Wisconsin ‘delegate, was chairman, to- 
gether with a reading of the object and 
Purpose of the new body, occupied the 
attention of the delegates through yes- 
terday’s matinee session of the con- 
gress. The work planned for comple- 
tion at this session was not accom- 
plished. In the end a recess was en 
shortly before 7 o’clock, and the dele- 
omg again resumed their session at 


The night session was occupied: with 
the arrangement of the rules and Lin, je 
lations which will govern boxing under 
national supervision, and whihc will be 
submitted for ratification and adoption, 
together with the constitution and by- 
laws, at the closing meeting this after- 
noon.

James Gerardi,: 21 years old, of 138 
East Houston Street; Joseph Capeca, 
18, of 170 .Thompson Street;: Frank 
Rome, 21, of 32 Carroll’ Street, Brooklyn, 
and John Rooney, 21, of 214 East Four- 
teenth Street, were held in $25,000 bail 
each by. Judge Gibbs in the Bronx 
County Court on' the charge of having 
participated in two daring hold-ups in 
the Bronx on the night of Nov. 27 last.

AMBASSADOR GIVES FACTS 


Story That Action Was Hastened by 
Demand for German Disarma 
ment Called Propaganda.

PARIS, Jan. 11.—Withdrawal of the 
United States from the Council of Am- 
bassadors charged with the execution of 
the Versailles Treaty caused a twenty- 
four-hour flurry in French Government 
circles.

pains to charge this sentence to the ef- 
fects of German propaganda somewhere 
between the American State Department 


and the French printing presses. 

The matter should. be straightened 
out in the minds of Frenchmen by to- 
morrow morning. Late today Hugh C. 
Wallace, the American bassador, ex- 
plained the—real reason for America’s 
action not only to American newspaper 
men but.to French journalists. In ad- 
dition the French Foreign Office ‘s- 
sued a note setting the affair aright. 


Statement by Mr. Wallace. 


It seems that little was gained by the 
hasty announcement of the State De 
partment. Undet ordinary diplomatic 
usage the fact would have been pub- 
lished after the Council of Ambassa. 
dors had been notified by the American 
member of his withdrawal. This is ap-- 
parently what Mr. Wallace thought 
would be. done, for although he had 
notified the French Premier last night 
of the decision of the State Depart- 
ment, he had drafted a formal state- 
ment to be read to the Ambassadors 
at their meeting tomorrow.

LEYGUES MUST FACE 
ANOTHER ORDEAL 


French Deputies Will Attack His 
Foreign Policy at Today’s 
Session. 


WON'T WAIT FOR PREMIERS 


Peret Is Re-elected Presiding Of- 
ficer, Lefevre Refusing to 
Stand. for Place. 


PARIS, Jan. 11.—A test of the strength 
of the Government of Premier Leygues 
is foreshadowed in the Chamber of 
Deputies tomorrow by the determination 
expressed tonight by. several groups of 
Deputies that they will insist upon an 
immediate interpellation of the Govern, 
ment on its policy, without awaiting the- 
outcome of the conference of the allied 
Premiers concerning matters still out- 
standing with Germany, which is to be- 
gin Jan. 19. 

It had been understood that the Oppo- 
sition would delay its attack so as to 
give M: Leygues a free hand in the allied 
conference,‘ but many Deputies had 
changed their minds tonight at the end 
of the opening session of the Chamber 
today.

It may be agsumed that 
he has gained in maturity of conception 
as well as in mastery of orchestral tech- 
rot but ft was not of much use to 
ook to the perforinance yésterday or to 
his performances for some time to come 
for a. complete exposition of his quality 
as a conductor. A conductor does not 
step up to’ the desk and with a few 
waves of his baton, in a few rehearsals, 
make a strange orchestra over into an 
instrument of his own, on which he can 
play and produce such results as he 
wishes and formulates in his own mind. 
And especially he does not do it with an 
orchestra so new+we shall not say so 
raw—as this one, and with the limita- 
tions on the length and number of re- 
hearsals that the union has so unwisely 
and inartistically ordained. 

It may also be said that Mr. Mengel- 
berg’s tirse prograin Was hot such & une 
as to disclose his highest qualitiés as a 
conductor, even if the orchéstfa had 
played it better than it did. There were 
the overture to Weber's ‘‘ Obéron’’; 
Strauss’s tone poem, ‘‘ Don Juan,” and 
Berloiz’s | ‘Fantastic Symphony." Dbe- 
bussy’s ‘‘ Prelude to the Afternoon of a 
Faun ’’ was originally to be played also, 
but was omitted, as a printed slip in 
the house bill announced, becatise 
the unusual length of the program, ahd 
would be played at a later concert. 

There were few eatoues in the play- 
ing of the ‘‘ Oberon” overture, less of 
the dragging of the slow tempo than 
gome modern conductors indulge in. 
There weré a good many technical slips 
which did not improve the general ef-

But professional speculators who ander 
such circumstances commit themselves 
to future delivery of stocks on an ex- 
tensive scale ‘are walking into an opén 
trap, and this week it seems that the 
trap -closed on. them. They had sold 
more stock than could be borrowed for 
delivery; even the payment of $100 per 
day on 100 shares, exacted yesterday 
on one of-these stocks, did not greatly 
help the matter. The effort to protect 


shares had the result of driving up 
prices for some of-them 5 to 10 points 
further yesterday, on top of the equally 
violent advance of the day before. 
Spasmodic movements Of this sort do 
not usually exert a wholeSome _ in- 
fluence on investment markets, and they 
are likely enough to cause hesitation in 
the present investment market. If they 
were to create the idea that the move- 
ment of trade and industry is destined 
straightway to reverse itself with 
similar violence, it would be unfortunate. 
There are signs of improvement in busie 
ness, some of which Were already visible 
several weeks ago. It is not only possi- 
ble but probable that dealers in mer- 
_like investors in securities, 
may presently discover that their un- 
willingness ‘o buy until the decline in 
prices was surely ended has lost them 
the best chance at a bargain. But the 
recovery which is likely to come in trade 
will. be in many respects only recovery 
frem lethargy or paralysis. Influences 
such as¢re-employment at the mills and 
full adjustment of retail prices to the 
buyer’s legitimate ideas will have to

But Officials Assert It’ Will Cost 
$2,000,000 and Take Years to Copy 
Them. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 11.—Census Bu- 
reau officials said today. that. it would 
cost $2,000,000 and require from” two to 
threé years to copy off and thus save 
the census records damaged by the fire 
last night in the basement of the De- 
partment of Commerce building. 

Comptete examination of the damage 
done by water and fire showed that the 
1890 records, the most voluminous ot 
the entire mumber, were alynost totally 
destroyed, and officials said it would 
take months of work even to s&ve,a por- 
The records of 1860, 1870, 1880, 
1900 and 1910 were partly damaged by 
water, but entimeration records previous 
to 1860 are practically intact. 

T. J. Fitzgerald, chief clerk of the 
Census Buréau, made~- plans today for 
rémovifg the rééords from the vaults 
and drying them out preparatory to be- 
ginning the work of copying them off. 
It ig estimated that at least one-third 
of the records from 1790 to 1910 would 
have to be copied.

The short account is attracting much 
interest and the play of forces in the 
loan crowd is being closely followed. 
Yesterday saw a big return of borrowed 
stock, indicating that extensive cover- 
ing had been done. On the other hand, 
there was a big demand for stock which 
showed that new short lines had becn 
put out during the day. One of the most 
decided changes was in Mexican Pe- 
troleum. Whereas the stock hai loaned 
at 3 per cent. on: Monday, with only a 
small supply, yesterday saw the shares 
loaning at 6 per cent. and plenty of 
stock for the shorts.

Foodstuffs—Recessions Small 
in Other Lines. 


There were a2 greater number of ad- 
vances in the wholesale markets yester- 
day than price recessions, as applying to 
the list of commodities in the subjoined 
table. In the grains, wheat advanced 
2%4 cents, and corn 1% cents per bushel. 
Oats and flour were unchanged. In the 
grocery and-dairy products coffee was 
up 8% of a cent per pound, butter. ad- 
vanced % of a cent per pound, and eggs 
advanced 1 cent per dozen. Sugar was 
unchanged. In the provisions, lard was 
unchanged, but beef and pork each 
dropped 1 cent per pound. 

Ne. changes were noted in the metals, 
with the exception of tin, which declined 
1 cent per pound. Spot cotton was weak 
at a recession of 75 cents per hundred 
pounds, with printcloths unchanged.

Senator Kenyon said it Was 
impossible for Senators to ‘get to their 
offices without being intefceptéed by 


or interests conéerned with’ the passage 
or defeat of pending or proposed legis-y 
lation. 

Many of these lobbyists, Senatar Ken- 
yon says, are ex-meémbérs of Congress 
or former Federal officials. e said he 
had a list of these. former offiteholders. 

It was suggested by several Sepators 
that a law of some sort shotid be 

passed requiring all lobbyists to register 
ond to state in detail the purposés of 
their activittes at the Capitol. 

ee f do not know,’’ said Senator Ken- 
yon, *' where this lobbying business Is 
going to stop. ‘here are proper lobbies, 
and no one wants Congress to be shut 
off here on the hill and have people 
uNable to get to the Capitol. But it is 
reaching a point nowadays whére Wash- 
ington is swarming with lobbies of every 
kind and description, some good and 
some bad. ou cannot go to your office, 
you cannot Bet through the corridors of 
the Capitol, without having. some of 
these lobbyists stop you and try and 
talk to you about bills now before the 
Congress. 

““T am _ not  dophrompr eet obje fing to 
that, if it is known just exactly whe 
these lubbyists are and who ih repre- 
sént. There has been testimony hefore 
committees of social lobbies in the city 
of Washington, of gentlenién receiving 
funds from great interests\ to use in 
social lobbying.

&274,900,000, or over 64 per cerit., came 
from Great Bfitain, which the Board 
said includéd $108,500,000- of gold for- 
merly Held by the Baik of England for 
the account of the Federal Reserve 
Banks, and. returned late in the year 
to this country, Othér large shipmpnta 
were. $48,700,000: from France, 
009, from Canada and $30,200, from 
johgkong.

Mary Wade, wife of the accused man, 
became hysterical and had to be carried 
from the courtroom, A short recess was 
taken ‘after Judge George ©. Hinman 
had advised members of Wade’s-famlly. 
td leave the room if they thought they 
could not control their emotions. Mr. 
and Mrs. Elbert O. Wade, father and 
mother of the prisoner, remained in the 
court. 

Both défense and State Jaid stress on 
the part played in the crime by Mrs. 
Nott, who will-be tried for murder dur- 
ing the February term of the Superior 
Court. 

Testimony that Wade “is and was of 
sound mind’’ was given today. by~ Dr. 
Charles C. Godfrey. He expressed the 
opinion that Wade was not suffering 
from an ‘‘irresistible impulse’’ at the 
time of the homicide, but had full 
‘knowledge of his acts on.the day Nott 


| was murdered. 


Under gba Bee wg og Dr. Godfrey 
expressed the belief that the motive for 
the crime was a sane desire on Wade's 
Part to ‘‘ beat up’’ Nott to ‘ get square”’ 
for cruelties inflicted on Mrs, Nott by 
the.slain man. ‘‘ He also wanted to get 
square with Nott because he understood 
Nott wanted to get him,’’ continued the 
witness. Jealousy also was part of the 
motive, he testified. 

Dr. David M. Trecartin of Bridgeport 
testified that when he examined 


the defendant evidenced no mental. dis- | 


orders, and in his opinion was sane 
and capable of distinguishing right from 
wrong at the time Nott was murdered. 
He —_ believed, Wade was not suffer- 
ing from ‘an irresistible impulse” as 
@ result of disease. 

Dr. John C. Lynch, State Alienist, tes- 
tified that minus his ¢riminal record, 


the defendant could not have been com- 


mitted to an institution. “Wade was not 
a sufferer from melancholia or hallu- 
cinations, Dr. Lynch- testified. 
Asked for his opinion’ of the mental 
age of’ Mrs. Nott, Dr, Lynch replied: 
‘<Bleven years and eleven .months.”’ 
A long argument then arose between 
State’s vinenenay.
